Claim 1 (currently amended). An apparatus for reclaiming concrete, comprising: 

a hopper with water means for introducing water to the hopper; 

a .separator having an inlet for receiving material from the hopper and a passageway for 
axiallv flowing the material therethrough ; 

j rotata b le sc r e e n positione d in t he sepa r ato r ; 

a first outlet for removing material from the separator; and- 

a second outlet for removing material from the separato r; and 

a rotatable screen positioned in the passageway of the separato r to screen ihe axiallv flowing 
material by a ll owing material smaller than a predete rmined size to pass throuph the screen and to 
flow to the second outlet and preventing material larger than a predetermined size from passinft 
thmutih the screen to form screened out material, th e rotatable screen further being po s itioned so as 
to centrituEtally direct the screened out material to the first outlet as the rotatable screen rotates. 
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Claim 2 (original). The apparatus of claim 1 , further comprising a pump for pumping material 
from the hopper to the separator 



Claim 3 (original) The apparatus of claim 1 . whciein the water means includes a water pump for 
pumping water to the hopper. 

Claim 4 (original). The apparatus of claim 1 , further comprising driving means for driving the 
rotaiahle screen. 

Claim 5 (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1 , farthci includ i ng means f or 

centrifagnHy direct i ng material in tin s ep aidlui towards the lli^t umlu wherein the passageway of 
the separator is substantially vertical and the mtaiable screen has a screening surface which is 
substantially horizontal, the rolatahle screen beinu positioned so as to centrifugallv direst the 
screened out material towards the firs t outlet hv flowing the material on the s creening surfape 

Claim f> (currently amended). The apparatus of claim 1 , farther comp ri sing means flu 

screenmg out material large r than a pi iiluu mined < ,ut in t he scpaiaiui wherein the first outlet is 
between the inlet and the rotatahlc screen and the second outlet is downstream of the rotatable 

screen . 
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Claim 7 (original). The apparatus of claim 1 , wherein the roiatabJe screen includes apertures of 
a predetermined size. 



Claim 8 (original). The apparatus of claim 1, further comprising a sand tank for receiving material 
from the second outlet of the separator. 

Claim 9 (original) The apparatus of claim 8, further comprising, 
a first water holding tank; and 

a separator outlet line connecting the first water holding tank to the separator. 

Claim 1 0 (original). The apparatus of claim 9, further comprising a first water holding tank outlet 
in the bottom section of the first water holding tank. 

Claim 1 1 (original). The apparatus of claim 9, further comprising, 
a second water holdinftjank; and 

a first water holding tank outlet line connecting the second water holding tank to the first 
water holding tank.

a second water holding tank outlet line connecting the third water holding tank to the second 
water holding tank.

a fourth water holding tank; and 

a third water holding tank outlet line connecting the fourth water holding tank to the third 
water holding tank.

Claim I s (original) The apparatus of claim 1, further including a baffle disposed in the hopper, 
the baffle having an aperture of* predetermined si^e.
